Jr has accomplished in less than two 
years wha' no other governor in modern times 
has been able to do — the complete take-over 
of the Louisville-Jefferson County Democratic 
Organization. 

The Governor was successful in installing 
his protege. Thomas C Carroll, attorney, as 
chairman of the Louisville-Jefferson organiza- 
tion. and to place his own people in key roles. 
Carroll's father is the well-known Tot Carroll 
of Shepherdsville, author of an early set of Ken- 
tucky legal code procedures His mother was 
Kentuckv s Democratic national commilteewo- 
man when Gov Keen Johnson was m office. 

Gov Breathitt named Mrs Dan C. Byck, 
Louisville businesswoman and civic leaders, as 
national committee-woman Mrs Byck actively 
has taken tne leadership in Lie Democratic 
headquarter* at 133 South 4th Street m Louis- 
ville and is running that operation durin: this 
election 

Mrs Ler.nie (Miss Lenniei W. McLaughlin 
is the only "pro" of the old regime of Demo- 
cratic leadership remaining in the headquar- 
ters Although she is not taking orders from 
Mrs. Byck. Miss Lennie is now somewhat the 
background. 

Gov Breathitt has dispatched to Louisville 
some ol his key people in F rank 1 or t . including 
Lon Mills, ins press secretary, to help the Dem- 
ocrats in their battle to unseat th<* Republicans 
m bolh City Hall a d the Court House. 

As a sort of "Hanker move", Gov. Breathitt 
launched his drive to try to eradicate pinball 
machines in Jefierson County and ran afoul 
tae Republican administration which also dom- 
inates t.ae Jefferson County circuit courts. 

Success or failure of the Luuisville-Jeffer- 
son election outcome will be Breathitt s respon- 
sibility. credit or blame However, the Governor 
lately ha.* been convinced there is more than 
a. even chance the Democrats can recapture 
( ,ty Hall with Marlin Volz, former dean of the 
I niversity ol Louisville Law School, as the 
l’arty a nominee tor Mayor 

I; tne Democrats lose both oflices in the 
nty and county, it will be a long, four-year 
drougnt for tne Party, which r.ow has been out 
of oiiice lor lour years and has no patronage 
or office balder a from which to siphon money 
Iiceued lo run the headquarters. 

If. however, the Democrats should recap- 
ture City Hall, it will he a political feat there 
in Breathitt's bonnet, and a leg up on the Board 
of Aldermen race two years hence. 

But loss of this year's campaign would not 
be particularly bothersome to Breathitt He still 
would hold control of the Party in Kentucky's 
biggest metropolis Ar.d there is the U. fci. Senate 
race next year and the gubernatorial race in 
ID«7 Breathitt is looking ahead. 

Other Democratic governors have had, for 
the most part, the support and cooiwratioii of 
the Louisville Democratic organization, but 
Breathitt is the first since perhaps the late Gov 
Ruby l.afoon who had had any measure of con- 
trol.

Breathitt surprised many in taking control 
of the Louisville Democratic organization be- 
cau*e he is not known as a poLtical organizer.
